H e had been making a close 
inspection of the North Yuba, under di­ 
rection of Colonel Mendell. 
Mr. Manson 
has given three years of close study and 
hard labor to the investigation of debris 
and drainage problems in this State, and 
has perhaps a more extensive and exact 
engineering knowledge of the great mining 
belt embraced between the Mokelumne 
river on the south and Deer creek on the 
north than any other man in the State. 
There is a singular or rather a peculiar 
green milk weed that is of late years in­ 
creasing very rapidly 
in this section. 
These weeds do not come up, even on our 
dryest lands, until about the time grain 
begins to ripen. 
If the grain is cnt early 
they are seldom in the way. 
They grow, 
however, very rapidly, and if grain cutting 
is delayed they will soon show above the 
heads of wheat. 
Even after the wheat is 
removed from the field they make a rapid 
growth, reaching from three to six feet in 
hight, and send out branches such as does 
the wild mustard. 
Of late years they are 
increasing rapidly, and as they do not 
ripen until August, they are likely to 
prove troublesome in the end.—[Stanislaus 
News.

GENUINE ENTERPRISE, 


The num ber of transcontinental railroad 
schemes now being floated is so great th at 
probably tw o-thirds of them m ust be set 
down as m erely speculative undertakings. 
I t is perfectly clear th a t no business man 
w ould deliberately invest largely in projects 
w hich involve cat-th ro at com petition for 
a trade which cannot, for a t least a genera­ 
tion, be sufficient to afford a reasonable 
profit to more than tw o or three lines of 
transportation. 
The projectors of the new 
routes, therefore, are presum ably shrewd 
stock operators, who calculate upon w ork­ 
ing these 
enterprises off upon foreign 
or other innocent 
investors, and who, 
consequently, do not care in th e least 
w hether the roads are destined to fall into 
th e hands of a receiver after th ey have 
served th eir turn. 
And this is one of the 
reasons why a crash in railroad speculation 
is so likely to occur in the near future. 
T he tru th is th at the speculation dodge is 
being altogether overdone, and th a t the in­ 
tended or actual victims are sure to find it 
o ut before long. 


C O N T R A D IC T O R Y 
R E P O R T S . 


T H E 
l N T I - E Y D R A U L IC 
A S S O C IA T IO N . 


The doctors continue to quarrel in a 
very unseemly fashion over the President's 
case, b u t if we m ay judge from the re­ 
ports of yesterday he is doing better than 
could have been hoped. 
T he reported in ­ 
terview w ith D r. H am m ond has called 
forth a savage attack upon the doctor, and 
while it im putes to him the basest and 
m eanest m otives for his alleged strictures 
upon the President’s physicians, it m ust 
be said th a t if he really said w hat has 
been attrib u ted to him he deserves a sharp 
castigation. 


T his is an association formed for the 
purpose of protecting th e inhabitants of 
th e Sacram ento valley against the effects of 
hydraulic mining. 
In an address to the 
public, which we published recently, it sets 
forth the salient points of the case, show­ 
ing how m uch injury has already been done 
by th e m ining debris, and declaring the 
urgency of th e present need for action. 
The rirst A nti-H ydraulic Association in 
this valley was the Sacram ento Publishing 
Company. 
I t dem onstrated, through the 
columns of the IIecord-U nion, the neces­ 
sity for rem edial actioD. 
I t did this long 
before th e farm ers and residents of the 
towns had begun to pay any attention to 
the question. 
I t was the first to impress 
upon th e public th e gravity of th e situa­ 
tion, and it was m ainly through its repre­ 
sentations th a t a serious attem p t was at 
length made to provide remedies for the 
evils complained of. 
The R ecord-Unión 
ha3 alw ays been perfectly clear upon the 
proposition th a t unless the m ining debris 
could be so carried as not to ioj are the val­ 
ley lands, th e river channels, and th e bays 
and harbors of the State, it ought not to 
be allowed to enter the stream s a t all. 
B at recognizing th e m agnitude of th e in­ 
terest which had grown up in th e m ount­ 
ains, and perceiving the justice of endeav­ 
oring to preserve all the property concerned, 
we favored a scientific investigation of the 
subject, to the end th a t if it were possible 
some means m ight be devised for protecting 
the valley w ithout stopping th e mines. 
This scientific investigation was had. 
Em ­ 
inent engineers were engaged to consult 
w ith the S tate ‘Engineer. 
Captain E id s 
and Colonel M endell added the w eight of 
th eir experience to his. 
And after due ex­ 
am ination they reported to the effect th at 
it was practicable to save th e valley w ith ­ 
out sacrificing the mines. ' 
The plans w hich th ey approved, and 
which were subsequently adopted by the 
Legislature, were comprehensive and ex­ 
tensive. 
I t was intended to build dams 
in th e upper channels of th e rivers, to 
hold back the heavier m aterial from the 
rivers, and to correct and deepen th e lower 
channels by levees, cut-offs, and other 
engineering devices, for the purpose of in­ 
creasing th e velocity of the current, and 
so enabling it to carry a larger volume of 
m aterial dow n to the sea. 
I t was dis­ 
tin ctly and repeatedly stated by th e en­ 
gineers th a t these w orks would require 
several years for th eir completion, and it 
was of course perfectly apparent th at until 
th e whole plan had been carried out 
it would be impossible to judge of its 
results. 
The scheme, however, had high 
scientific indorsem ent. 
The 
principles 
upon which it proceeded were capable of 
being com prehended by all who took the 
trouble to study the lucid and voluminous 
explanations of them pu t forw ard in the 
reports of the engineers. 
All th a t wa3 
needed was patience on the p art of the 
public, until th e entire project could be 
fairly and fully tested. 
B at th e works had only been begun 
about four m onths when the w inter rains 
set in. 
N othing had 
been done save 
to build a couple of brush dams. 
The 
correction of th e lower channels of the 
rivers, w hich was absolutely indispensable 
to the success of the plans, had not been 
commenced. 
The whole undertaking in 
fact had b u t ju st 
been broached, and 
criticism upon it under th e circum stances 
was m ost irrational. 
The proposal to col­ 
lect a p art of th e fund necessary by a State 
tax had in the m eantim e alarm ed and 
angered th e 
shortsighted and 
narrow ­ 
m inded people who could not seo th a t the 
preservation both of th e Sacram ento val­ 
ley and of the hydraulic m ining interest 
was em phatically a State concern. 
The 
S in Francisco pres3, w ith its usual little ­ 
ness, at once threw itself upon the side 
of these insular folks, and waged a tierce 
w ar upon th e Drainage A ct on the ground 
of th e m ethod of taxation. 
There is no 
evidence th a t any of these papers studied 
the problem presented to them . 
I t was 
enough for them th at a tax of live cents 
on the hundred dollara was levied, and 
th a t appeal to the scat of th eir souls— 
their pockets—brought them all to the 
fighting pitch. 
A hard w inter meanwhile tried the new 
dams very severely, and parts of them 
proved too weak for th e strain. 
B ut 
though the enemies of th e scheme vocif­ 
erated th a t it was a failure because the 
dams had not stood firm a t all points, it 
has since been declared by Colonel M en­ 
dell th at th e dam s were not failures ; th at 
in fact they were successful ; and th a t the 
principle upon which they were built has 
been fully vindicated by the results. 
Of 
course th e claim th a t th e untried scheme 
was a failure, made on the strength of the 
carrying aw ay of a few feet of the dams, 
was preposterous. 
A scheme which has 
never been tried cannot be a failure, and 
the plans of the engineers have never y et 
been tested. 
The farm ers, who seem to 
have thought, notw ithstanding the plain 
statem ents of the engineers, th a t the re­ 
medial m easures were to produce instan­ 
taneous effects, were disappointed- because 
the dams did not do w hat they were never 
intended to do. 
They, too, joined the 
opponents of the engineering plans, and 
equally w ithout reason or justification. 
The new A nti-H ydraulic Association says 
in its address th a t a tax has been levied 
on the S tate “ to be expended in a fruitless 
“ effort to control the debris from the 
“ m ines or to prevent further destruction 
“ to the valley.” 
A t th is point wc m ust 
take issue w ith th e Association. 
W e say 
th at it ha9 no right to assert th a t the tax 
is or was to be expended in “ a fruitless 
effort.” 
W c say th a t those who affirm the 
effort to be fruitless convict them selves of 
either ignorance or blind prejudice, for 
th a t it is impossible for any man to pass 
judgm ent upon a scheme which has never 
been p u t in operation. 
W e say fu rth er th a t there is no w arrant 
w hatever for any such condem nation of 
th e engineering plsftis. 
The opinions of 
people who know nothing of engineering 
arc u tterly worthless upon such a s u b je c t; 
b u t when these opinions are avowedly 
based upon a mere fragm entaiy piece of 
engineering work, which is bu t the begin­ 
ning of a comprehensive system , it is clear 
th a t they m ust be not only w orthless bu t 
flagrantly unjust. 
The real fact is this, 
th at so far as aoy trustw orthy evidence 
exists, nothing has occurred which can 
w arrant the public in condem ning the en ­ 
gineering plans, or in ceasing to believe 
th a t if carried out fully they would pro­ 
duce all the beneficial results anticipated 
from them . 
They have been condem ned 
w ithout a hearing or a showing, in ignorance 
and prejudice ; bu t it rem ains the fact th at 
thoy constitute the one rational, scientific, 
and thoroughly equitable solution of the 
debris problem. 
T he A nti-H ydraulic Association, wo be­ 
lieve, places all its hopes in litigation. 
The belief in a recourse of this kind is apt 
to be strong in proportion as it is untried, 
however. 
I t does not by any m eans follow 
even when th e equities of a case are 
| beyond question, th at the law will be w ith 


the plaintiff. 
I t never follows from the 
justice of a cause th a t th e granting of the 
desired relief will be prom pt. 
B ut in this 
case there is a consideration of the first 
consequence w hich cannot be touched by 
litigation, and it was because we alw ays 
recognized this particular difficulty th a t we 
have alw ays urged as th e w isest course the 
carrying out of the engineering plans. 
A ll 
th at litigation could possibly do would be 
to stop hydraulic m ining. B ut if hydraulic 
m ining were stepped th ere would still re­ 
m ain th e enormous mas3 of debris in the 
m ountains to be dealt w ith, and litigation 
cannot stop th a t from coming down. 
T hat 
can only be held back by th e dams, and 
disposed of, as to such p art of it as passes 
the dams, by giving greater velocity to the 
current. 
In other w ords, the program m e 
of 
litigation fa ik to cover one of the 
vital poiuts of th e situation. 
The en­ 
gineering 
program m e, 
however, 
fully 
covered this point. 
The latte r guaranteed 
protection to th e valley. 
The form er 
can do nothing of the kind. 
I t is quite 
possible th a t if, 
th is sum m er, all the 
hydraulic m ines were enjoined, th e floods 
of next w inter m ight cover up and destroy 
the lands of the A nti-H yuraulic Associa­ 
tion. 
They w ould th en have it forced 
upon them in a very convincing though 
painful w ay th a t litigation could not af­ 
ford them th e protection they seek, and 
which undoubtedly th ey have a right to. 
T he D rainage A ct, on the other hand, 
w ould have given them th a t protection, 
and year after year it would have ren­ 
dered them m ore secure, u ntil the scheme 
was com pleted, and th e rivers restored to 
their full carrying capacity. 
The Anti- 
H ydraulic A ssociation and the R e c o R D - 
U nion are no doubt seeking the same 
end, b u t there is a difference in the 
m ethods which they advocate. 


. 
A DELUSIVE HOPE. 


A few’ days ago a dispatch stated th a t 
the T reasury D epartm ent had decided th a t 
journalists m ight im port books for th eir li­ 
braries free of d u tj-. 
L ater advices, how ­ 
ever, show th a t this was a m istake. 
All 
the T reasury D epartm ent has conceded is 
th a t journalists m ay bring books for their 
libraries into th e country ; w hich is a very 
different thing from im porting them . 
The 
T reasury, m oreover, has contrived to throw 
a slur upon journalism in m aking this beg­ 
garly concession, for it is under th e plea 
th a t th ey are “ tools of tra d e ” th a t the 
books of journalists are to be adm itted. 
According to this decision journalism is not 
a profession b u t a trade, in th e eyes of the 
T reasury D epartm ent. 
The permission as 
it stands is of course practically w ithout 
value, since very few journalists can go to 
E urope to buy books, and bring them w ith 
them . 
Congress, however, 
ought 
long 
since to have adm itted th e im portation of 
such books d u ty free, though perhaps it is 
unreasonable to expect Congress to do any­ 
thing for literature, so long as it is the 
product and creature of th e spoils system .

He considered th a t the one 
great error com m itted in the school instruc­ 
tion of to-day is th e looking to im m ediate 
rather than future results, and consequent­ 
ly there is a lack of the spirit of study 
among the graduates. 
The m ind grows na­ 
turally. 
Teachers should lead, not force, 
the child from step to step, and promote a 
love for learning. 
He thought th a t nine- 
tenths of th e so-called teaching is in reality 
b ut poor instruction, the child being pre­ 
vented from developing his natural powers 
of observation and originality from too 
close use of this and th at text-book. 
The 
practice of daily m arking, giving prizes 
and other incentives to enable the “ stan d ­ 
ard of the school to be k ept up ,” was not 
considered the best m ethod of training the 
mind. 
H e closed by claiming th a t the 
high personal character and the harmonious 
blending of all the powers of the heart and 
m ind of the teachers have a great power in 
prom oting a love for study. 
I t is pleasant

C o l l e g e . — The Fungw en 
College a t Pekin hag 102 students and a 
faculty of 
tw enty members. 
The full 
course extends over eight years, th e first 
three being given exclusively to foreign 
languages, and the rem ainder to the acqui­ 
sition of scientific and general knowledge, 
through th e m edium of those languages. 
English, French, Germ an and Russian are 
taught, those who acquire English having 
th e advantage of using it in all the subse­ 
quent stages of th eir curriculum , while 
students in other departm ents depend more 
or less on Chinese as a vehicle, as it has not 
been found practicable to institute parallel 
courses in several languages. 
There is a 
separate course in Chinese for those who 
study no foreign language, and the younger 
students are required to give one-half of 
each day to the study of Chinese. 
An ex­ 
am ination is held a t the close of each 
m onth, and th e annual exam inations occur 
a t the end of th e year in th e presence of 
th e M inisters of Foreign Affairs. 
Prizes 
are offered a t each exam ination, m onthly 
and annual. 
A s the college is intended to 
train men for the civil service, each stu ­ 
d ent receives a gradually increased stipend 
from tho Governm ent. 
A “ great exam ­ 
ination ” is held once in three years, the 
successful com petitors being rew arded by 
m arks of official distinction.

The assayer the ntests it and fixse the 
charges. 
The clerks of the Superintendent 
then compute the charges and fix '.he value 
after deduction. 
The Superintendent has a 
fixed standard for receiving bullion of 600; 
for twelve months little has been received be­ 
low that. 
H e says also, “ There is no limit 
fixed by law and regulation for the guidance 
of the Superintendent of the M int. 
In the 
absence of any law or regulation as to how 
low-grade bullion should be received, I fol­ 
lowed the course adopted by m y predecessor. 
Bullion was then received as low a s 300. The 
Director saw no reason why bullion of any 
quality should be rejected on account of its 
low grade. 
So th at the lim it of 600 was 
never fixed until about a year ago. 
We 
found a heavy loss in silver, and concluded 
not to receive silver below 600. 
The reafon 
why I received low-grade bullion was because 
my predecessor had received it, and because 
it could be worked without loss to the Gov­ 
ernm ent.” H e had read the report of the 
Bullion W astage Commission, but found he 
could receive it.

I t is impossible to tell where the lose of

The Rev. Leonard W oolsey Bacon has a 
lively article in the current num ber of the 
Ineltpem ltid on “ W hat will th e revision do 
w ith the Bible Society ?” th e converse of 
the question having been discussed in a 
previous issue. - M r. Bacon does not a p ­ 
pear to have a very exalted opinion of the 
usefulness of the Bible Society, and he ex­ 
presses his views w ith frankness and vigor. 
“ The revision,” he says, “ will dem on­ 
strate how u tterly unnecessary is this 
enormously rich, expensive and respect­ 
able, b ut not lively corporation for the pro­ 
duction and sale of Bibles. 
By the tim e it 
shall have made up its m ultitudinous mind 
w hat it is going to do about it, it will have 
ceascd to be of any considerable practical 
im portance to tho public, w hether it does 
anything about it or n o t.” 
Again he says : 
“ The revision will m ake it plain by prac­ 
tical experim ent th a t the Am erican B-.ble 
Society is the principal existing hindrance 
to the circulation of the Holy Scriptures.” 
Mr. Bacon thinks, too, th a t th e C onstitu­ 
tion of the Society is not a3 perfect as it 
might be. 
For, he says, “ the revised 
New’ Testament will, perhaps, be the happy 
occasion of dem onstrating th e im becility, 
the lunatic idiocy (pardon the inadequacy 
of 
the 
expression) 
th a t 
directed 
the 
form of C onstitution of th e Bible So­ 
ciety 
and 
of 
all 
the 
societies 
th a t 
are fashioned on th a t model. 
This consti­ 
tution may be briefly described as absolute 
governm ent by a ring, lim ited by th e an­ 
nual possibility of a mob.

dexterous avoiding of decisive questions, 
by backing down from th eir rig h t and duty 
for fear of an agitation, th e m anagem ent of 
the society have kept thus far from the 
general knowledge of the public th e grave 
fact th a t its constitution is rotten in every 
tim ber.

I seriously believe this 
fat, overgrow n, lazy monopoly to be a p ub­ 
lic nuisance, hindering th e circulation of 
the Scriptures in this country and accom­ 
plishing nothing in any country th a t would 
not be better done if it were removed out 
of the way. 
There is reason to hope th at 
the complete exposure of its radical irre­ 
formable vices of constitution will be one 
of the m ost beneficent of the incidental re­ 
sults of the new revision.” 
In conclusion, 
Mr. Bacon disclaim s any personal hos­ 
tility to the officers of th e society, aud 
sa y s: 
“ The m otive of this article m ust 
remain a m ystery to all who are incapable 
of conceiving of its being w ritten sim ply iu 
the interest of the C hristian C hurch in 
Am erica and in all the w orld.”

and securities, amounting to §80,000, includ­

The prisoners, who were elegantly 
attired, had small sums of money concealed 
in their boots, hats and other parts of their 
clothing, and even in their match-boxes. 
Captain General Blanco opened negotiations 
with the Mexican Government for the cap­ 
ture and suriender of two more accomplices 
known to have sailed for V era Cruz on the 
11th instant. 
The Mexican Government
